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1. IT IS OUR UNDERSTANDING THAT 7TH PSYCHOLOGICAL OPERATIONS 
GROUP IS IN PROCESS OF BEING DISBANDED. SEVENTH FOR YEARS 
HAS PROVIDED VIETNAM AS WELL AS OTHER INDOCHINA COUNTRIES 
WITH VALUABLE SUPPORT. ITS ABOLITION COULD WELL LEAVE GVN AND 

US WITHOUT POTENTIAL FOR ADEQUATE COMMUNICATION EFFORT TOWARD 
NORTH VIETNAMESE THROUGHOUT INDOCHINA AND CRIMP POSSIBLE FUTURE 
EFFORTS ON OUR PART. 

2. GVN SHOULD AND EVENTUALLY CAN ASSUME BURDEN 

IN SOUTH VIETNAM OF ACTIVITY TO WHICH 7TH HAS CONTRIBUTED. AT 
PRESENT HOWEVER IT— AND WE REFER HERE CHIEFLY TO GPWD-IS 
DEFICIENT IN TWO MAJOR RESPECTS: 
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A. IT LACKS SUFFICIENT MASS MEDIA PRODUCTION SKILL, PARTICU- 
LARLY PRINTING CAPABILITY. 

B. IT LACKS RESEARCH, ANALYSIS CAPABILITY WITH RESPECT TO NORTH 
VIETNAM. 

3. WE BELIEVE USE COULD BE MADE OF SOME OF RESOURCES OF 7TH 
PSYOPS CURRENTLY BEING DEVOTED TO INDOCHINA TO HELP RECTIFY 
THESE TWO DEFICIENCIES; THAT IS, TRAIN AND ASSIST GPWD MEDIA 
DEVELOPMENT, AND PROVIDE BASIC RESEARCH AND ANALYSIS CAPABILITY 
TO AUGMENT OUR OWN EFFORTS IN THIS REGARD AND ULTIMATELY ASSURE 
VIETNAMSE SUFFICIENCY. 

4. MOST IMPORTANT WOULD BE TO OBTAIN FIVE-MAN (VIETNAMESE) 

UNIT WHICH COMPRISES 7TH PSYOPS VIETNAM AREA RESEARCH 

AND ANALYSIS DESK TOGETHER WITH ITS FILES AND OTHER INFORMA- 
TION RETRIEVAL EQUIPMENT FOR MEDIA DEVELOPMENT UNIT. WE WOULD 
ALSO PUT TO VERY GOOD USE CERTAIN HARDWARE CURRENTLY EMPLOYED 
BY 7TH PSYOPS.
